QUARANTINR

A STORMY HEARING BEFORE THE
COMMISSIONERS,

Suclh an array of rag importers and lawyers ap-

peared before the Quarantine Commissioners yes-

terday to state their grievances in regard to en-

foreed distufection of rags arviving here from for-

cign ports that the Commissioners had to

ments be invited to appear before the Board and
make known their grievances, to tho end that rea-
sonab'e charges for disinfecting mny be fixed hly
‘thin Reard,” Mr, Judd avers that section 4, of rile
26, of the laws of Quarantine, gives the Commis-
sioners the authority to lix aud determine npon
all obarges at Quarantine,
